Sales promotion, said Mr. Catesby, 
began when the merchandise was 
bought. “If you are to make people 
want your goods, you must have goods 
that fill a need. There is plenty of 
scope for initiative in our trade to 
spot a need almost before it becomes 
conscious.” 


Scientific Estimate 


A scientific estimation of public de- 
mand must be made, based on the 
sales of similar classes of goods, and 
on social and practical considerations 
He did not think that the furniture 
trade had yet fully begun to realise 
the impact of television and the re 
sultant need for different shapes and 
groupings of furniture. Other social 
factors were the changes in domestic 
life, with less help for the housewife, 
and the very radical changes which 
architects were making in the new 
homes now being built. There was a 
need for retailer-manufacturer  co- 
operation in the furniture trade, with 
the latter accepting the former's 
guidance on the products which the 
public now required 

His own store had decided last 
autumn that one thing badly lacking 
on the market was New Elizabethan 
stair-carpeting. They persuaded a 
manufacturer to make stair-carpet to 
match a New Elizabethan room-carpet 
Following a single advertisement they 
sold 1,300 yards in three weeks, this 
figure representing about 20 per cent 
extra trade, 


The Extra Something 


Mr. Catesby summed up sales pro- 
motion as: realisation of a need; 
planning to meet it; and sales result- 
ing from it. 

Every furnisher, said Mr. Catesby, 
must stock the “ bread-and-cheese” 
lines. How could he get people to 
come to him rather than to the man 
down the road, for the unit pieces, 
the mattresses, the widely-advertised 
branded goods stocked by many stores ? 
There were various factors: the posi- 
tion of the store, stock-selection, ser- 
vice, or “ whether they like your face,” 
but the extra something was Sales 
Promotion 

Concentration of effort, which was 


the foundation of good advertising, 
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was an important factor in sales pro- 
motion. A lot of retailers would not 
concentrate on promoting one line be- 
cause they were afraid of sales drop- 
ping on other lines, but these goods 
would have their chance later. 


Promotional Tools 


The tools of sales promotion were 
advertising, display, money and guts, 
said Mr. Catesby “ Advertising 
what a deadly, dreary, unimaginative 
thing it is in the furniture trade!” 
No one would think from many re- 
tailers’ advertisements that they were 
selling such a live and interesting 
thing as the furnishing of a home. 
Many read like a page from a techni 
cal catalogue; others were full of 
trade such as “gent’s fitted 
robe’ over-stressed H.P 
also a bad prac 
advertising the failures in 
the successes. Too many 
furnishers said of a slow-moving line 
“ We've got a lot of this. Let’s bung 
it in the paper.”

Sanity in Display 
Turning to the second tool—that of 
display—Mr. Catesby said that few 
stores, even in the cities, seemed to 
be able to steer a course between 
indulging in wild stunts or just let 
ting the stockroom overflow into their 
windows. “No one buys suites at 
£80 with a light laugh, just for the 
hell of it,” he said. “So why show 
them suspended from the ceiling?” 
This type of display was suitable for 
lower-priced goods which were often 
replaced, but not for major items of 
Jurmture 

Furniture was best displayed in the 
way it would look in the home, or 
rather how people would like to think 
it would look in their homes. A 
little touch of fantasy was a helpful 
accessory, and so was colour. People 
were often brought into a furniture 
shop by colours in the window, 
although when they actually made 
their purchases they did not choose 
those colours for their own homes. 

Many shops should give more atten- 
tion to the presentation of the cheaper 
merchandise. “Why are whitewood 
furniture, haircord carpets and five- 
bob-a-yard fabrics stuck in a corner 
like poor relations?” There was a 
big market waiting for cheaper lines 
designed with good taste, as there was 
a vast number of the “New Poor” 
who could not afford to buy the more 
expensive lines 

Money was the third tool in sales 
promotion, and the figure allotted for 
this work was usually from 14 to 3 
per cent of sales,

ACTORY lay-out for flow-line 

production is ideally carried out 
in a building specially designed for 
a company’s own requirement Not 
every company, however, even 
among the larger concerns, can have 
that advantage, and it is interesting 
to see the ingenuity with which the 
problem is tackled in less suitable 
buildings 

Freedman Upholstering Co 
employing 400 hands, 
multi-storey building not far from 
Tower Bridge. Each week in this 
100-year-old, but very sound, factory 
they produce about 530 three-piece 
suites and 600 to 700 spring-interior 
mattresses. They claim to turn out 
a three-piece suite every 54 minutes 
of the working day. 

Production is claimed to be 
“designed for the masses,” with no 
grandeur, but sturdiness and design 
foremost. 

With no large shops, all on one 
level, introducing a flow of produc 
tion has been a big problem. Their 
building divides roughly into three 
wings of six, five and three floors, 
with basement and yard, inter 
communicating on all floors but not 
in a straight line 

Their solution has been, in effect, 
a vertical flow-line with no 
wasted. Materials flow up or down 
to the bedding and upholstery floors, 
which are directly above their re 
spective dispatch points 

For obvious reasons 
machinery of the mill, frame 
making shop and_  spring-making 
shop cannot be placed high in the 
building, and they are, in fact, in the 
basement. There is direct access to
